Elgin, (111., April 21.— Seemingly 
unable to comprehend the horror of 
his crime. Herman Coupes, I t years 
old. laughter yesterday aa he con­ 
fessed to the murder of Mrs. Manny 
Sleep and her two children, whose 
bodies were found in a cistern be­ 
neath the kitchen of the Sleep farm­ 
house, five mileH west of this city. 
Coppes was paroled from the St. 
Charles School for boys six months 
ago and .Mr. Sleep, husband and fa­ 
ther of the victims, was his benefac­ 
tor. 
Only once during the day the 
boy gave any evidence of remorse 
for his crime, and that was when 
Sleep entered the cellroom of the 
Elgin police station. 
The 
police, 
thinking that Sleep would seek to 
wreck vengeance on 
the 
slaver, 
searched him carefully and accompa­ 
nied him to the cell. 
When he saw 
the cringing boy, Sleep drew hack 
In horror and for a moment seemed 
unable to speak. 
Finally in a shrill 
he erie d :“ Arn’t you ashamed 
of 
yourself? 
How could you kill those 
poor haoles? 
Haven t you 
any con­ 
science?” 
A wailing cry was all t hat 
the answer that the boy would give 
The lK)v gave no motive for the 
crime, only once he said that the 
killing fold wed a quarrel with Mrs. 
Sleep. 
He said he returned from 
school Monday afternoon. 
He took 
off his coat and hat and when Mrs. 
Sleep asked him if he was hungry 
he nilled out a revolver and shot 
her. he said 
The children, Sarah I years old 
and Orville, aged 2 years, scurried 
under the kitchen table. 
The moth­ 
er ran into the pantry, pulling the 
door shut after lier and the boy 
shot at her through the panel. 
Ile 
then followed cr Into the 
parlor 
she felfl, and he sent three more bul­ 
lets into the prostrate body. 
The 
two children peered through the pan­ 
try door he took a hatchet and end­ 
ed their lives, then taking the three 
bodies and throwing them into an 
empty cistern tinder te witch en, fill­ 
ed Ills revolver again and emptied its 
chambers Im to the bodies. 
When 
Sleep and another paroled !><%’ re­ 
turned from seeding oats the boy 
told them that (Mrs. Sleep had gone 
to a neighbors and would not return 
until late, 
The fact that Coppes car­ 
ried the revolver to school last Mon­ 
day led to his arrest.
